Water proapecta for the Salmon tract 
were not particularly good on Feb. 1 
when the Inat monthly report waa given 
concerning anow on the watershed. Yet 
two weeks later, Salm'on Falia reservoir 
held as much water as on May 1 of last 
year.- Salmon trflct fanners can thanit 
a freak of nature — unaeaaonable rain 
and warm weather— for melting: snow 
BO quickly It couldn't soak into the fro- 
zen ground and had to run Into the reser- 
voir. 

Whether 'the overall atorag© fotLthe 
Salmon tract vHl be Increased markedly 
before the start of the irrigation season 
remains to be seen. There are too many 
unpredictable quirks of nature that have 
a bearing on how and when snow will 
melt and what will happen to the runoff. 

Some observers have reported "high" 
snow was not affected by the recent 
worm weather and others have reported 
'only a "disappointing" amount of anow 
remains on the Salmon reservoir water- 
flhed. . " ' 

So Salmon tract farmers wlil be wait- 
ing for the March 1 snow report of -the 
soil conservation service for an indica- 
tion of what the early runoff will mean 
by the time the Irrigation season starts. 
If sufficient snow remains on the water- 
shed, there will bo the possibility- of an- 
other runoff to add more water to 
Safmon reservoir. If conditions are un- 
favorable and much of the snow is gone, 
' then it may well be that come May 1 
stored water will not be appreciably 
greater. . , 

The fact that the- February runoff 
•fllHc d Jiob.Jglth the Fe b. 1 predictions 
doesn't mean water forecasts are of no 
value. Instead, it means that the unex- 
pected and unexpectable cannot be in- 
cluded In a rather scientific analysis of 
watershed conditions. 

Salmon tract farmers, who have been 
reading about all the flood damage in 
_other_parts.of-Idaho,_are.likely_to_con- 
clude that it's an 111 wind that blows no 
one good. What's more, they have tne 
water In their reiservoir to prove it.

POISONERS AGAIN 
>. Periodically, dog poisoning is reported 
■fn some community in Magic Valley. A 
lew years ago, Twin Falls bad such cases 
and .probably most Magic Valley com- 
munities have experienced dog poisoft- 
Ing at one .time or another. Sometimes, 
only one animal Is poisoned and other 
cases Involve a whole series of polaon- 
Ingfl. ... 

Poisoning someone's pet Is despicable 
at best and a dangerous pursuit that 
could lead to tragedy. It takes no partic- 
ular bravery ■ or cleverness to poison a 
dog. A dog eats meat and usually gulps 
Its food. Any number of poisons are 
lethal to a dog and can be concealed 
■■ quitd simply In a piece of meat or any- 
, thirtg else a, dog .ls likely to eat. ' 
' "Dog"'pt$iB6nlng Is a sneaky, vicious, 
dangerous iorm of perversion that 
should not be tolerated by society for 
an Instant. .Beyond the pot itself is al- 
ways the TiosBlbility that some toddler 
will find the poisoned morsel before the 
Intended victhn. 

The latest case of dog poisoning In- 
volves four dogs In the same vicinity 
eoutU of KazcUon. All tho poisoned an- 
imals wore pets of children, so presum- 
ably some of the children aro young 
enough to pick up and eat anything they 
might chance to find. 

There is nothing to Indtf ate thcpol- 
soned dogs south of Hazelton were any 
thing like a public nuisance, bocnuse the 
owners reported their dogs never strny- 
ed, but stayed homo. If they had been 
a public nulsanao or dangorous, the hny 
- provides moans to eliminate cither tho 
nuisance or tho danger. Thoro in ho ex- 
cuse for any individual to over take mat- 
tors Into his own hands. The only ex- 
ception would bo tho case whore a person 
had to defend ' hlmsolt immediately 
ftgnlnat an attacking animal. ■ , 

It's difficult to understand what could 
motivate a person who would stoop no 
low (iH to scatter poison around anotlior's 
property to poison a dog. ,

BEDS WANT TO LIVE IT UP— It Is a human 
need which cannot be denied tor long, even by 
a more' benevolent Khrushchev, without an 
eventual explosion. And nowhere has this age- 
old yearning been more manifest than within 
Russia and the satellite cities. Khrushchev's prob- 
lem Is how to satisfy these desires without sar- 
rendcrlng to the srowtli of a "bourgeois- and 
capltaUst society"— a hatred phrase In tho Mant- 
Lcnln lexicon. 

These Jmprlaoniil peoples, especially the young- 
er generations, are. Violating historic communist 
precepts, and without official prohibition. They 
are behaving like so many Americana during tho 
boisterous and devil-may-care roaring Twenties, 
which was In essence a*protcst agalnsC'blue -laws. 

They are streaming Into thentcrs, night clubs 
and other bourneola places of entertainment. 
They are wearlnE ihc IJnshlasl cloUiea obtain- 
able. They are discussing communism's faults 
and lacfcs with tHe freedom found In an Ameri- 
can living room or a British pub. 

FERME.vr IN THE LANDS— Their poets and 
publicists, including officially favored spokes^' 
men. participate In this renaissance. Historian" 
and authors once suppressed— Tolstoi, Oogol, 
Dostrolevskl— may now be read, despite their Icon- 
clastlc wilttngs. Nor docs this revolutionary be- ' 
havlour affect only tho young, the intellectuals 
and congenital rebels. Several puppet dictators 
have been forced to free farmers from the rigid 
controls of collectivization. Fiictory workers have 
been accorded more prlvelegcs. 

A more open-minded and sensitive person than 
Stalin. Khrushchev apparently realizes that he 
cannot check or suppress tlieso human passions 
by police methods and dialectical harangues. He 
has had to tolerate Tito's defection, and Albania's 
hostUlty. Ho has noted communism'* recent heavy 
polltlcal_losaea_ln_^PlnlBnd._It^,_West_aermany. 
and Costa Rica. Ho has seen Castro outlawed by 
the Latin American community. 

MAY AFFECT KREMLIN— This personalized 
uprising, this resurgence of the human spirit, 
this hunger for the better things of Ufe-^ll ap- 
pear to be factors in InHuencIng high-level Krem- 
lin policies. They may herald a Russian return 
,to tho family of decent nations. 
"They-probablynccouat^for"" his ^current at- 
-tempta-to-lmprove-relatlotis— with— the— United- 
States, as In the release of Francis Powers, the 
InvitaUoh to Attorney Oeneral Kennedy to Tlalt 
Russia and the proposal for a summit conffireabe 
on general disarmament. It may explain the 
virtual admission of an ideological break with 
the war-rampant Mao Tse-tung. 

This sort of spiritual revolt has been predict- 
-1 by wteUm diplomats for rnimy veans," In- 
cluding Russian experts In tho stato department. 
"They concede that these developments may not 
bear good fruit immediately, and they will await 
tho ripening. y 

Nevertheless, they clt« hopefully tho evidence 
of history since the pre-Christian era— namely, 
that the human spirit cannot be Imprisoned for- 
ever, "else what's a heaven for."

THE ATOnnC POWER PROOHAM 
, If one lesson has been learned from our ex- 
panding research programs over the post decade. 
It is that atop-and-go efforts not only postpone 
achievement of the objective but also in tho 
long run ere more expenslve. It Is a lesson which 
unfortunately the Kennedy administration seems 
to have forgotten when It comes to the atomic 
po-Ntr pTOgTam. 

One of tho peaceful' hopes that emerged from 
man's unlocking of the )}ower of the atomic 
nucleus was that nuclear energy could provide a 
vaafnew source of energy and relieve dependence 
oti dwlndUng conventional fuels.

cause of the threat of competition by nuclear 
power. 

Now. however, the Kennedy administration has 
Introduced ill-advised economic obstacle^ In the 
way of the atomic power program, In Itn budget 
for the coming year, the administration provides 
no money for ■eonatrucllon of .new prototype 
atomic power stntloiui. In addition to this, "no 
new atartji" policy— the kind of policy which tlie 
Democrats used to attack so roundly when It 
was ..Implemented by ttio Re publl cans—the ad- 
ministration has ordered an indctlnlto postixine' 
monl of three otner reactor projects already au 
Ihorlzed. 

To slow down now Is like faltering Ju-il short 
ot.ttmJIulnh lino alter nmnlns a two-mile race.

Powers already has answered 
some of them; President Ken- 
nedy has put a ^It on how 
much he can say publicly, 

The government has been 
questioning Powers, with the 
press kept away, since tho Rus' 
sians released blm and .he re- 
turned here over a week ago aft- 
er serving 31 months of a 10- 
year sentence for spying. 

Once the government has fin- 
ished. Kennedy said last week. 
Powers "will glvo whatever In- 
fofmatlon would be In tho na- 
tional Interest to give," This 
limits what hs can answer. 

There's been talk, but nothing 
final, about a further congres- 
sional investigation. The chair- 
man of a'couplo of senate com- 
mitters have expressed interest 
In digging deeper Into his case, 
Some other senators are reluo' 
taiit. 

When Powers' plane started 
down, 1.300 miles Inside Russia, 
he was supposedly 'fly In g at 
BB.0OO feet, or 13 miles.

In Poland in Spite of Iron Curtain 



WARSAW, Feb. 2i «I— "This 
Is good news," sold the Polish 
housewife. "It means that we 
moy have good, fluffy breod all 
year. Instead of those heavy black 
loaves that crumble In your flng- 

'Why,'the flour got so bad lost 
fall that It wasn't even worth the- 
time to try to bake cakEs." — y 

She was commenting on a 
small news Item reporting arriv- 
al of tho first shipment of 600,000 
tons of U. S. surplus wheat des- 
tined for Poland this year. 

Yes, we Poles are certainly 
grateful to the Americans for 
their generous gift," the house- 
wife continued. 

"What do you mean 'gift'?" her 
husband Interrupted. "If you read 
that paper- more carefully, -you'll 
see that w'e are buying the wheat. 
What we really should be grate- 
ful-forlsthe CARE medlclneand- 
the money that our Polish people 
America send us. Things 
would be much harder here with- 
out them." 

This Is a seeming contradic- 
tion In the cold war;_The.fIow_oI. 
American aid through . the Iron 
curtain to communist Poland. 

There Is little doubt that the 
ccmblnatlon of U. s. aid and 
brood contacts with Amcrlca- 
thero ore six million or so Ameri- 
cans of Polish bockground— have 
created a favorable Image of the 
United States among many Poles, 
The Soviet Union is the only 
government^ that has given Po- 
land more economic aid since 
World, war II. Exports estimate 
Poland has received well over one 
billion dollars in Soviet easy-term 
credits, plus an undetermined 
amount of mlHtary aid. 

Since World war n, the Amer- 
loan people have sent Poland 
moro thon one billion dollars in 
government old, credits and pri- 
vate help. About S50 million dol- 
lars was spent before 1040, fol- 
lowed by on eight-year freeze In 
relations during the Stalinist era. 

Since the (haw In 1057, agree- 
ments havo provided the Poles 
410 million dollars worth of sur- 
plus farm products and GJ mil- 
lion dollars In Indattrlal loans, 
farm products ore paid for 



on exceptionally easy terms— In 
Polish money usable only in Po- 
land. 

U.' S. government aid slowed 
last foH after the Gomulko re- 
gime wholeheartedly • supported 
Fidel Costro and then backed 
East Qcrmany on BcrHn. Talks 
on tho new surplus agreement 
halted after the Berlin wall went 
up. It finolly was signed In De- 
cember for 44.0 million dollars In 
farm surpluses, the least since 
1S57 and one-third the amount 
sent the previous year. 

In addition to govertmient aid, 
nine million dollars comes to 
Poles each year through U. S. 
social security and veterans' ben- 
efits and private help* from Po- 
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llsh- Americans. Almost every 
other Pole bos a relative or 
acquaintance In the United 
States. CARE sends in. five mil- 
lion dollars worth of food and 
medicine a year while 3JS mllUon 
dollars worth of relief goods Is 
provided by Church World Serv- 
ice and the Catholic charities. ' 

All this U. 5. old gets scant at- 
tention In the Polish government. 
What official publicity there la.

But sage grouse at 
tho-Jcromogomef arm- are- be- 
ing raised to maturity without 
ever seeing any sagebrush. 
~Despit«^the-Ioss-or-habltat, 
the clearing of thousands of 
acres of. sagebrush since the 
turn of- the century (and cur- 
rent prospects that even more 
sago will be lost to the press- 
ing—needs - of — mankind)— sage 
grouse In better areas atlll pro- 
duce a surplus of birds that Is 
available for hunter harvest each 
year. Just how largo an annual 
surplus In any area will be de- 
pends upon the current year's 
nesting and young survival suc- 
cess. 

Uko other short-llred game 
birds, nature Intervenes and 
takes all of the annual surplus 
If a portion ol the sage grouse 
crop Is not- taken by hunters. 
Such an annual surplus la pruned 
down from early foil to early 
spring and will not be present 
to augment the breeding popu- 
lation in any case. Thus studies 
by the. Idaho fish and game de- 
partment, OS well as studies In 
other Important sago grouse 
states, have shown that hunt- 
ing pressure has exerted little 
effect upon sage grouse num- 
bers. Even the mounting hunt- 
ing pressure, better means of 
travel and better roads Into 
hunting areas are having little 
effect. 

Information gathered from 
check stations show that most 
sage grouse hunters quickly ad- 
ust to the available surplus of 
>lrds. During good years, hunt- 
ers ore more numerous and the 
harvest Is heavier. During less 
rewarding years, hunting pres- 
sure drops along with hunter 
harvest, 

Idaho's experimental program 
for raising sage grouse through 
complete lite cyclca fron;! Incu- 
bation to maturity Is in com- 
petent hands. Biologist Duane 
Pyrah o( Jerome earned his two 
degrees In wlldlllo and range 
management from the Unlver' 
Blty Af Idaho. Ho now Is con' 
eldored' by active snge grouse 
workers to bo the forccitost liv- 
ing authority on thLi bird. 

Prior to beginning tho ci^rrent 
study In tlio Gem alnto, he spent 
some two and one-half years In 
Wyoming working primarily on 
tho ange grougD. Tills work In- 
cluded extensive pre-aeaso 
trapping and bnnding these blrdi 
OS well oa several preliminary 
ph&arj) ol aoKB grouno research.

Thir- 
ty-nine of the others are year- 
lings, and 19 arc flrst-and sec- 
ond-year birds brought In wild. 
The knowledge and experience 
he has acquired working with 
molting birds, and the refine- 
ments he has developed In feed- 
ing and medication procedures 
hare reduced sago grouse 
rearhig to a daily routhie mat- 



ter. 

Idaho's experimental sage 
grouse work' .breaks' logically into 
two parts— artificial propagation 
and ecological studies. The pur- 
pose of raising sage grouse at 
the farm Is to obtain . birds of 
known ages for experimental 
purposes such as the determina- 
tion of weight and development 
curves, mote progression, survi- 
val of chicks under various tem- 
perature conditions, and so on, 
To date, Pyrah has obtained 
no survival chicks from gome 
form sage grouse hens, although 
chicks hatched fast spring.
